They write 
from Genoua that Signior Zandedari, the 
Pope’s Nuncio Extraordinary to the King of 
Spain, is gone from thence with 3 Ships to 
Barcelona : They add, that the French lift 
Seamen privately at Genoa, and the Neigh- 
bouring Ccafts, to Serve on Board the Ships 
that are fitting out at Toulon, to cruize a- 
gainft the Englifh and Dutch Privateers in 

Frankfort, Jan. 24. Prince Maximilian of 
Hanover fet out from hence Yefterday for 
Vienna ; Count Lewenftein the Emperor’s 
Envoy, is very urgent with the States of the 
Circle of the Upper Rhine, who continue 
affembled in this City, to recruit the Troops 
they have on foot, and augment them con- 
fiderably by New Levies. We have Advice 
that the Troops.of the Emperor and others 
that are to act againft the Eleétor of Bavaria, 
are in Motion towards the Frontiers of Ba- 
varia, to make an Irruption into it, in 3 fe- 
veral Places. The Eftates of the Lower Rhine 
will open their Diet here in a Day or two. 
The French Inhabitants of Landau that con- 
tinued in that City after the Siege, are com- 
manded to retire out of it within 14 Days, 
and for the future none of that Nation will 
be fuffer'd to fettle there.
